9.--Wholesale I 
looting of merc handise in transit ; 
upon the railroads of the United 
States caused a loss of approxi­ 
mately $45,000,000 in 1019. accord­ 
ing to United States Railroad Ad­ 
ministration statistics. 
Th*s rn estimated to be more than 
double the losses iii any pre-war 
year. but it is pointed out th u the i 
increased cost.; of the commodities 
stolen, which are roughly estimat­ 
ed to average N5 per cent, must 
be taken into consideration when 
comparing past looses with those 
of loda>. 
Nevertheless there has 
been a .steadily increasing number 
of packages stolen and tile organi­ 
zations combating tim thieves have 
; been called to meet an increased 
ingenuity exercised iii

1 goods from their owners. 
The silk industry uas been one of 
I the most severely hit in the last 
I vear. and so great has the risk be- 
I c o m e that the Railroad Administra­ 
tio n lias been considering exclud 
ling raw silks from the privilege of 
freight transportation by rail.

imprisoning the occupants for 
a 
week. 
Ordinary 
rowboats could 
not {tass through the garden gates. 
so some beleaguered householders 
wpre provisioned by canoes, but in 
many instances the current was too 
strong for the:?* frail craft. 
The 
householders were half starved and 
were only relieved by the subsi­ 
dence of the waters. 
The worst sufferer.", were the in­ 
habitants of -Maisons-Alfort and Al- 
fortville. suburbs situated at the 
confluence of the Seine and Marne 
just above Paris. The ground there 
lies low and gets the benefit of the 
floods from both rivers. 
Most of 
the houses were flooded up to the 
second story and more than 5.000 
inhabitants were taken iii boats 
from the upper windows. 
They 
were provided with rough accom­ 
modations in the school houses and 
other public buildings of suburbs 
less affected by the flood. Soldiers 
and bluejackets brought up from 
Brest, Rochefort and Lorient with 
collapsible boats rescued them and 
their belongings.
